To  the  Inhabitants  of  Center  Harbor  qualified  to  vote 
in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  ih  the  Town  House 
in  said  Center  Harbor  on  Tuesday,  the  14th  day  of 
March  next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  finish  repairs  of  flood  and  hurricane  damage. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  money  for  town  purposes  in  anticipation  of 
taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to 
defray  the  expenses  for  Memorial  Day,  and  if  so,  how 
much. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $756.25  to 
defray  the  expense  of  electric  street  lights  in  Center 
Harbor  Village. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $600.00 
for  welfare  work. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money 
for  aid  to  the  Laconia  Hospital,  and  if  so,  how  much. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $83.00  to  the  Lakes  Region  Associa- 
tion of  New  Hampshire  for  the  issuance  and  distribu- 
tion of  printed  matter  calling  attention  to  the  resources 
and  natural  advantages  of  the  town,  in  cooperation 
with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $350.00 
for  care  and  equipment  of  Fire  Department. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  State 
Aid  for  construction  of  roads  to  be  expended  on  the 
Dane  Road  and  raise  the  sum  of  $1,255.50  for  the  same 
the  State  to  contribute  $2,510.00.  Or  to  accept  Class  V 
assistance,  the  town  must  raise  $229.18  and  the  State 
contribute  $916.72. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $200.00 
for  Sand  Concerts  in  Center  Harbor.

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The  fact  that  every  school  in  the  district,  in  percent 
of  attendance  and  in  freedom  from  tardiness,  showed 
a  record  which  was  better  than  the  State  average  in 
those  respects,  is  deserving  of  special  mention. 

Present  Enrollment 

The  grammar  room  at  the  Harbor  this  year  enrolls 
31  pupils,  10  of  whom  reside  in  Moultonboro.  The  prim- 
ary room  has  21  pupils;  11  of  these  are  from  Moulton- 
boro. The  enrollment  at  the  Town  House  School  is  17, 
and  at  West  Center  Harbor  14,  10  of  whom  reside  in 
Holderness, 

The  teachers  this  year  are  as  follows : 

Ruby -Weeks  Grammar  School 

Anna  Sargent  Primary  School 

Marion  Ellison  Town  House  School 

Elena  B.  C.  Smith  West  Center  Harbor  School 

School  Buildings 

The  only  substantial  change  or  improvement  in  our 
buildings  this  year  was  made  in  the  form  of  an  addition 
to  the  Town  House  School,  to  be  used  as  a  woodshed 
and  storage  room.  The  heater  at  this  school  has  been 
moved  to  bring  it  nearer  the  chimney,  thus  getting  rid 
of  the  long  stove  pipe  which  has  been  troublesome  on 
account  of  creosote. 

Safety  Education 

Accidents  on  the  highways  with  so  much  automobile 
traffic,  have  called  our  attention  to  the  dangers  which 
children  encounter  on  their  way  to  school.  Statistics 
have  proved  that  home  is  also  a  dangerous  place,  as 
many   accidents  occur   there.   A  program  of   studies 
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for  safety  education  has  been  planned  for  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  and  recently  issued  in  the  form  of  a 
bulletin.  This  helps  the  teachers  to  plan  lessons  for 
the  benefit  of  school  children,  and  to  develop  habits  of 
caution  and  carefulness  at  all  times.  It  is  a  very  valu- 
able addition  to  our  curriculum. 

Music  Instruction 

Our  program  of  music  education  under  the  direction 
of  Donald  Musgrove  includes  primarily  instruction  in 
vocal  music  and  singing  from  notes.  There  is  also  some 
opportunity  for  instrumental  study  for  beginners  who 
wish  to  learn  to  play  orchestra  instruments.  In  larger 
centers,  music  instruction  has  usually  included  work  in 
music  appreciation,  with  the  help  of  victrolas  and  the 
radio  and  rural  schools  are  beginning  to  avail  them- 
selves of  this  type  of  work,  especially  in  listening  to 
fine  orchestra  music  over  the  radio.  Dr.  Walter  Dam- 
rosche,  the  well-known  conductor  of  symphony  orch- 
estras, gives  each  season  a  series  of  programs  which 
are  enjoyed  by  millions  of  children  throughout  the 
Ccuntry.  Some  of  our  teachers  have  been  able  to  secure 
the  use  of  radios  with  which  to  take  advantage  of  these 
broadcasts.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  find  ways  of  bringing  this 
fine  opportunity  to  pupils  in  the  rural  schools. 

Acknowledgements 

Many  people  have  cooperated  to  help  with  school 
programs  and  other  school  affairs  in  Center  Harbor, 
and  for  all  this  assistance  we  are  truly  grateful.  We 
w>sh  to  thank  the  Red  Cross  for  their  contribution  of 
money  for  hot  lunches.  We  appreciate  the  enthusiastic 
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spirit  of  the  pupils  in  the  Town  House  School,  who 
have  been  raising  money  for  the  benefit  of  their  local 
school,  and  now  are  trying  to  earn  more  to  buy  a  radio. 
Let  us  all  continue  to  work  together  for  the  good  of 
our  children.
